Identification. OF prior art discussed: McCleary Application (US Patent 
Application 2002/01 322 19A1) 

Substance of Interview: 

Applicant stated for the record that "fat maldistribution" is not obesity. It was 
discussed tiiat confusion of the definition of obesity exists in the general public and there 
are numerous lay definitions of obesity, one of which may include the maldistribution of 
fat. This issue is not addressed in McCleary as no definition of obesity is given. Among 
researchers in the field and those skilled in the art, Stedman's Medical Dictionary is 
considered the reference standard for defining medical terms. Stedman's Medical 
Dictionary [26^*^ edition] defines obesity as, "An abnormal increase of fat in the 
subcutaneous connective tissues." Note that in the context of this definition, the increased 
fat accumulation in obesity occurs in the subcutaneous tissue layer as opposed to only in 
the visceral location. This teaches away from the fat maldistribution or lipodystrophy 
seen in HIV-1 patients treated with HAART, as those persons loose subcutaneous fat as 
noted in the instant application. 

Applicant agreed with the Examiner that the inclusion of the term "prevention" in 
the independent claims made the patient population read on anyone and not just those 
HIV-positive persons receiving anti-retroviral therapies and the lack of enablement for 
the term. On this issue of the term "prevention," Applicant indicated that those 
independent claims would be amended to eliminate the term "prevention." 

As the previous Office Action was final, the Applicant agreed that an RCE was 
needed to enter the claim amendments and indicated that the RCE would be filed. The 
RCE would provide amendments to address the "fat maldistribution" terminology as well 
as removing the term "prevention."
